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INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

Dear Sir: 

The present application claims benefit under 
35 U.S. C. § 120 of numerous prior applications. There have been 
five litigations 1 concerning one or more of U.S. Patent Nos . 
5,67 9,97 7; 5,852,32 6; 5,950,3 04; 6,4 33,419; 6,4 65,8 93; and 
6,133,627 (the "Litigated Patents"). The Litigated Patents 
issued on certain prior applications, the benefit of which is 
claimed herein, and on other applications claiming the same 
benefit. All but one of the litigations has been settled. The 
one pending litigation is Tessera, Inc. v. Advanced Micro 
Devices, Inc. et al . , 05-04063 CW (N.D. Cal . ) .

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Applicant does not believe that any of the litigations 
are material to the present application. Nonetheless, out of 
abundance of caution, a copy of the Amended Answer Of Defendant 
Siliconware USA, Inc. To Second Amended Complaint Of Tessera, 
Inc. And Counterclaims (the "Answer") as filed in the pending 
litigation is submitted herewith. Apart from allegations of 
invalidity (%% 91-96) , the Answer interposes a defense of 
inequitable conduct based on (1) an allegation that a Mr. Scott 
Ehrenberg was a co- inventor of subject matter claimed in certain 
Litigated Patents (fH 118-124); and (2) an allegation that 
EP 0245179, cited in a related European patent application, 
either was not cited or was cited with an incorrect publication 
date in the applications for the Litigated Patents (1M 125-1*28) . 

It is noted that the allegation concerning Mr. 
Ehrenberg recapitulates an allegation raised by defendants in 
Tessera, Inc. v. Micron Technologies, Inc., et al . , 2-05CV-95 
(E.D. Tx.), who subsequently settled on terms obligating them to 
pay tens of millions of dollars in damages for past 
infringement, and to pay a running royalty. Moreover, this 
allegation is believed to be immaterial to the present 
application inasmuch as the subject matter of the present claims 
is distinct from the subject matter of the Litigated Patents. 
The allegation concerning EP 0245179 is believed to be 
immaterial to the present application, inter alia, because 
EP 0245179 (of record in the present application) itself is 
irrelevant on its face to the present claims.
